Card playing in the Union Grill Room hot been for- 
bidden by the SEC. 

"The ruling about , pjaying cards in the .Grill Room," 
commented Union President Ed Boulter, "is solely to facili- 
tate the functioning' of the cafeteria, v^hich is to provide a 
place for students to eat." He said that the passing of the 
low. will not prevent students from playing cards in other 
ports of the Union. . 

Four- years ago a similar ruling was poised by the 
Union executive as the result of a phone call received from 
an Irate father who complained that his son was wasting, 
time and money playing bridge in the Union.-After further 
investigation a clause was discovered in the Union Consti- 
tution forbidding gambling in the building. 

The earlier decision to outlaw card playing was en- 
forced immediately by thé removal of cord tables from the 
Games Room, and by having Union officials patrol the. 
Workshop,. the players' main haunt. All card playing came 
to a stop with the exception of the bridge tournaments 
organized by the Bridge Club. 

However, v/ith' the.;' passage,. of time the gamblers 
gradually moved ba'ck>Jhlo the 'Union where' they hove 
remained to this day. The latest ruling is unlikely to deter 
them. As a. student in 1961 said, "It doesn't matter. There's 
iVaIwayt'cr'plàce to play bridge." - . -

' Although the Geneva Convention stip- 
ulates a 30-day .li^aximum for, solitary 
confinement, at least 60 people have 
been held for 'more than 90 days and 
eight portant, including three women, 

'for more than 160 days under the 90-day 
act. One man was held for eight months. 

Reports smuggled from prisons and 
affidavits of former detainees state elec- 
tric shocks have been used to extract 
"confessions." Prisoners have claimed 
their heads were covered with sacks, 
and electrodes attaclted to their fingers. 
..Two prisoners committed < siiicide as 
a result of detention treatment; One 
victim was "banned" after his death so 
that-, no' statement made by him could 
be used publicly. 

A former 90-day detainee, rearrested 
for. a traffic offence and convinced he 
wat being held again under the 90-day 
act, whljo attempting escape, drowned 
in a river.' 

Recently, a man tumped to hit death 
from the teventh floor of the Security 
Police Headquarters in Johannesburg. 
When atked if the man was being inter- 
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rogated when the incident occurred, the 
Chief of Security Police stated, , "He 
mutt have been, becaute he (umpad 
from the Criminal Investigation Deparl- 
menft offieet." 

Many detalneet have needed ptychla- 
trlc help after their releaie. At leatt 
six were so tuccettfully "broken" they 
were later admitted to mental hotpilalt. 
One woman who tuffered teverely from 
claustrophobia was sent to a mental 
hb.'.-*ttal when she attempted suicide by 
slashing her wrists, after her earlier 
screams and pleas for help were 
ignored. 

John Harris, champion of non-racial 
sport and chairman of the South African 
Non-Racial . Olympic Committee, was 
brought to court after seven weeks of 
imprisonment under the 90-day .doten- 
Jfo tocharged with murder and 'sabotage 
tnreonmction with' a bomb' Incident at 
the Johannesburg.. Railway .Station. The 
council ttatet that although' they would 
not argue that he wat unfit to plead, 
he wat not in condition to concentrate 
on evidence placed before the court.

Mr. Harold Wilson's fifteen per cent sur- 
charge on goods imported to Britain . has 
caused a tremendous fuss in all sorts of 
likely places, Canada, the U.S. and Australia 
among them. One of the less publicized 
outcomes, however, has been noted in John' 
Bull's Other Island, where the surcharge has 
•had an immediate effect on the Irish Govern- 
ment's long-slandihg policy of drovVning the 
Anglo-Saxons in a sea of bacon, butter and 
eggs. -

It was at that point that the peculiar 
genius of the Irish nation asserted itself. 
All over the country, trade union leaders 
consulted with their members. The upshot 
was that the Irish worker made a solemn 
promise: for' the future he would work for 
his employer on Saturdays and Sundays.

That the solitary socialist in the Irish 
Parliament should express horror at what., 
he* considered an outrageous arrangement 
points out the blindness of doctrinaire 
radicalism. For the implications . of what 
posterity will describe as the Irish Settlement 
are surely endless. At one swift stroke the - 
pepple of this extraordinary island/. have 
solved the Central Problem Of Our Time. 

Somewhere in the swirling mists that for 
centuries have cloaked Ireland in decent 
. obscurity while . preserving her - from the 
baleful influence of fancy European ideas, 
a new society is beirig born. From now on 
the Irish will' stand as an example to the-' 
world of how to establish socialism without 
the discomforts of Socialism, how to preserve 
Capitalism without offending capitalism, 
how to establish the classless society while 
still retaining classes. After years of ma- 
noeuvre and weary counter-manoeuvre, 
without once visiting Geneva, the lion lies 
down with the lamb, the loin with the limb. 

Only the Irish could have hit on this, the 
most Irish solution to the politics of scarcity. 
Show would have loved it. Even, perhaps, 
. O.'Casey.
